VANCOUVER, Oct. 16—Radical 
changes in Canada’s monetary 
system, including complete gov- 
ernment control and issuance of 
currency on a production rather 
than a gold standard, are recom. | 
mended in a report by the Post- 
War Pelicy Committee of the Ad 
certising and Sales Bureau of the 
Vancouver Board of Trade. 


The report sharply criticizes the | 
“party” system, 
“the party” becomes 
“a vested interest” which controls 
its elected members, over which the 
people have no control, 


ANALYZES SOCIETY 


It recommends sweeping social 
security measures including fyll pay 
to returned 


and allowances mem- 


bers of armed forces and merchant 


marine, for at least one year, plus 
a second year depending on the in 
dividual’s employment status 

The printed report is being dis 
tributed to members of the bureau 
which is the largest group in the 
Vancouver Board of Trade, 

The first 42 pages of the 72-page 
report are devoted to an analysis 
of society, its aims and organization 
The analysis chiefly blames the 
monetary system and political or- 
ganization for society's failure to! 
achieve ils aims of a stable economy 
with reasonable wealth, 


“We are led to the inescapable 
conclusion that the cause of the 
economic stress which existed was 
attributable to the policy of the 
monetary system and specifically 
to the distribution of insufficient 
Purchasing power,” the report 
states. 

It stresses the value and import 
ance of free enterprise and claims 
that the money system, “f properly | 
handled, gives the public “economic 


voting control” over the whole pro- 
duction system 

It claims, however, that under 
existing financial arrangements 


increasing production is being 
achieved by greater industrial- 
ization which produces a smaller 
volume of money in the form of 
wages. This results in a paradox 
of more goods available, but less 
money to buy them, in the public's 
hands and therefore results in 
periodic depressions 

After summarizing its analysis of 
the present financial system, the re 
port says “as a basis for the national 
such an arrangement bor- 
“stark lunacy.”

Norman Wells 
Oil to Supply 
Alaska Front 


NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—(AP)— 
Large quantities of crude oil for 
the Alaskan front have been made 
available by the development of 
new wells near Fort Norman, 
North West Territories, R. W. 
Gallagher president of Standard 
Oil Company (N.J.) said yester- 
day, 

The wells, located only 100 miles 
from the Arctic circle, were drilled 
by Imperial Oil, Ltd, Standard’s 
Canadian affiliate, at the request of 
the United States Army. The Nor. 
man field, Gallagher said, is the 
only proved source of crude oil in 
quantity near Alaska 


PRICE $1.25 BARREL 

Oils from the Norman properties 
will be sold at $1.25 a barrel. This, 
said Gallagher's statement, com- 
pares with a price of crude in the 
United States ranging from $1 to 
more than $2 a barrel. He added 
that oil transported from the United 
States to Norman would cost ap- 
proximately $6 a barrel, 


Expansion of production at Nor- 
man is @ part of the big so-called 
Canol project being carried on in 
support of the Alaskan war the- 
atre, It includes construction of 
roads, air bases, a pipe line to 
Whitehorse, near the Alaskan 
boundary and a refinery at White- 
horse. 


Gallagher said Imperial Oil has 
no part in any of these activities, 
its sole assignment being the devel- 
opment of oil production, The re- 
finery will be operated by Standard 
Oil Company of California which

U.S. BEARING COST

the project, but this money is to 
be repaid to the government 
through a reduction of 50 cents a 
barrel of the price of crude it buys. 

This reduction will begin after 
the government has purchased 1,- 
500,000 barrels of oil at the regu- 
lar price of $1.25 . barrel and will 
continue until the government has 
been reimbursed for all outlays to 
Imperial.” 

The statement said that drilling 
opertaions of the last year have dis- 
closed that the Norman field, dis- 
covered by Imperial geologists in 
1919, “is larger than originally be- 
lieved, and is comparable in size to 
a major United States field, al- 
though not exceptional.”

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Do We Want Safe Streets? 


In an Edmonton court the other day a 
man was fined $300 for negligent driving. 
In that case the negligence caused injuries 
to another preson from which death re- 
sulted. But for one instance in which an 
accident is the outcome, how many infrac- 
tions of the regulations are there*which do 
not result in someone being killed or injur- 
ed? And drivers are not the only violators 
of the code. There is also negligent walk- 
ing across streets, plenty of it. 

Complaint was made in the city coun- 
cil this week that the police are not strict 
enough in enforcing the traffic laws. Be 
that as it may, the police cannot be every- 
where all the time, and it is up to the per- 
son behind the wheel and the one on foot 
to stop the breaking of the rules. No one 
else can really do it. They can if they care 
enough about the law, the safety of other 
people, or common civility. 

Accidents on the streets will become 
rare, and fatalities extremely so, when 
drivers and walkers make up their minds 
to exercise reasonable caution. Until they 
do that, these gruesome happenings will 
continue.

Edmonton's quota of the Fifth Victory 
Loan is $9,380,000. The quota for North- 
ern Alberta is $14,320,000.

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Those Missing Divisions 

Either the weather has improved or the 
Russians must have found out how to wade 
through mud as well as they wade through 
snow. The end of their summer offen- 
sive, informally announced at Moscow a 
fortnight ago, seems to have synchronized 
with the commencement of their winter 
drive. For driving they have been without 
interruption and still are, from Nevel due 
west of Moscow clear to the Taman pen- 
insula, in a series of co-ordinated thrusts 

The last of the enemy have been clear- 
ed out of the Caucasus bridgehead and on 
the north shore of the Sea of Azov the Red 
forces are within 100 miles of the Perekop 
gate, closing of which would seal the fate 
of the Nazis in the Crimea. Melitopol has 
been captured, and the fall of Zaporozhe 
almost certainly involves the early capture 
of Dniepropetrovsk. Higher up _ the 
Dnieper, Kiev is closely invested, Gomel 
has fallen, and the enemy river defence 
system has been punctured at three or four 
points. 

The “blood line’ which the Fuehrer 
proclaimed along the Dnieper is already 
crumbling and in prospect of collapse. Any 
doubt that this was intended to be the 
winter stand of the Nazis was set at rest by 
his emphatic proclamation. But it has 
been quickly broken, and has been no- 
where successfully held against a major 
attack. 

In measure the western Allies are en- 
titled to share the credit for this disloca- 
tion of the Hitler plans in the east. From 
20 to 25 Nazi divisions have had to be 
switched to Italy to fill the gap left by the 
collapse of the Fascist power, and an equal 
number to the Balkans to suppress rebel- 
lion and block invasion in that quarter. The 
story might be different if the Fuehrer 
could have thrown those divisions into the 
fighting along the Dnieper, which he as 
auredly would have done but foi the diver- 
gion on his southern front. 
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The Military Gain 


Time alone can show the military im- 
portance of Italy's shift from neutrality to 
the side of the Allies, The proclamation is 
of course binding upon all Italian sub- 
jects, combatants and civilians. The call to 
arms has been issued by the supreme au- 
thority of the country. To what extent it 
will be obeyed, or can be obeyed, remains to 
be seen. 

Central and northern Italy are still in 
Nazi control. Italian soldiers there are 
placed in a position of extreme difficulty. 
They are everywhere surrounded by en- 
emies, enemies who are more powerful, and 
vengeful. Their choice is to fight against 
Ital¥, fight a hopeless battle against the 
Nazis, or lay down their arms. For what- 
ever it is worth, they may if they sur- 
render, claim the immunities and rights of 
prisoners of war, now that Italy and Ger- 
many are officially at war. 

Civilians in the Nazi-held area are of 
course in the helpless position of civilians 
in France, the Netherlands and Norway. 
Not much therefore in the way of help 
seems likely to come immediately to the 
5th and 8th Armies from Italian sources. 


But at sea the case is different. More 
than 100 Italian warships are in Allied 
ports, including five out of six battleships 
and eight out of eleven cruisers. Thus far 
these ships have been of little use to the 
Allies, because a modern warship is a fear- 
fully complicated machine, which can only 
be operated by men trained in handling the 
particular equipment installed on it. 


Italy being now at war with Germany, 
the Italian crews are available for man- 
ning the vessels, and these are numerous 
enough to take over the duty of protecting 
Allied convoys in the Mediterranean. Brit- 
ish "and United States capital ships thus 
released may proceed to the Pacific, to add 
to the reasons why Japan's battle .fleet 
should stick to home waters.

The earth and the peoples there- 
of have always been in rebellion, 
Revolt, as history shows, is a nat- 
ural condition of man, 

“The old order changeth, yielding 
place to new; and God fulfils Him- 
self in many ways,” sang the dying 
Arthur, And nothing is truer in 
the whole story 
of mankind, 

Primitive races 
struggled against 
the tyranny of 
superstition, The 
early history of 
Egypt, for in- 
stance, is a record 
of effort after 
effort to cast off 
the bonds of an 
exploiting pagan 
priesthood. 

In our own Bri- 
tish story, the popular struggle 
against baronial tyranny goes back 
to a period long before the Con- 
quest. Baronial power reached its 
zenith at the time of the signing 
of Magna Carta. 

And then, as the barons were 
subdued by Edward IV and more 
completely by Henry VII, regal ab- 
solutism replaced baronial oppres- 
sion, 

Gradually the British peoples re- 
leased themselves from the tyranny 
of absolute monarchy, the tyranny 
of social caste, the tyranny of in- 
dustrial custom, such as unregu- 
lated hours of work, child labor and 
sweatshop wages. 

We have positive evidence of 
their constant revolt against one 
thing or another over a period of 
at least 1,500 years. ‘ 

And then arose, in a new form, 
the monster that is more tyrannical 
and absolute than any king, any 
feudal lord or any superstition. It 
is the force against which the world 
is in rebellion today, the source of 
the world unrest. 

That tyrant is the unrestrained 
power of money.

To say that people are in revolt | 


against the unrestrained power of 
money is not to say that they are 
in revolt against money. There is 
no concerted desire to introduce a 
fantastic economic system divorced 
from reality 


But supposedly free men are 
weary of being shackled to the 
of .those who have no other 


virtue than the possession of 
wealth, For the creation of immense 
fortunes can no longer be regarded 
as proof of an ability to rule, or 
even proof of superlative intelli- 
gence. 

To say that people are in re- 
volt against a comercialized world 
is not to say that people are in re- 
volt against commerce and its bene- 
factions. 

But supposedly free men find it 
intolerable to have their souls 
shackled to a way of life in which 
gain through trade or gambling in 
comodities is set forth as the card- 
inal purpose of human existence. 

Bluntly, a world in which all 
education, all training and all effort 
is directed towards the acquisition 
of a facility in the making of money 
is a world not fit to live in. 


To say that people are in revolt 
against wealth is not to say that they 
are in revolt against the desire for 
gain as an incentive to work and 
accomplishment, 

But they are in revolt against the 
private monopoly of wealth and 
credit in such a way that the wages 
of money are made to exceed the 
Wages of men, 


Fanatics 


In the past it has been the custom 
to brand all those who demanded 
a reform in the economic system in 
respect to the power of money as 
fanatics. To some extent that may 
have been true. There have been 
hundreds of individuals and groups 
whose economic proposals have 
been utterly fanatic and utterly un- 
realistic. 

But there is nothing in the great 
swelling demand of the present day 
for an alteration in our view of

human, wholesomely normal 
inescapably logical. 

It used to be said of those who 
seek changes in the status of money 
that they were animated by laziness 
and greed, that they wanted some- 
thing for nothing. 

To a degree that was true. It is 
still true. There will always be 
those who are characteristically 
panhandlers under any system. 

But the great public desire today 
is not to get something for nothing, 
but to put an abrupt stop to the 
system under which they get noth- 
ing for something.

Today, the vast masses of intel- 
ligent people are classifying the 
abuse and misuse of money and 
the power of money with the old 


baronial, monarchical and supersti- 
tious tyrannies. . 
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alized World 


In that view, the public is almost 
unanimous. 

And the revolt against the pri- 
vate monopoly of money's power is 
as zealous, as deep and as releni- 
less as any revolt in the history 
of the world, 

No one is demanding unending 
ease or freedom from healthy con- 
flict. No one wants to usher in a 
world in which courage will 
atrophy, But everyone does realize 
the tremendous and bitter injustice 
of a system in which those hours 
and that leisure which could be de- 
voted to cultivating an apprecia- 
tion of the loveliness of the world 
must be turned towards building 
up wealth for private monopoly. 

This is the source of world rest- 
lessness. And those financial reac- 
tionaries who hold that restlessness 
in contempt and flout its implica- 
tions are riding towards a desper-

Mr. Dickey has been active in 
tuberculosis work for 20 years in 
Hamilton, Toronto and Calgary, and 
during the summer months estab- 
lished the new occupational ther- 
apy department at Central Alberta 
Sanitorium near Calgary. 


ASSIST COMMITTEES 


In addition to occupational ther- 
apy, Mr. Dickey will look after sur- 
vey work of the mobile X-ray 
clinic, placement and rehabilitation 
of patients in suitable employment, 
and will assist local Christmas Seal 
committees in their annual cam- 
paigns for funds. 

The Alberta Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation was organized in 1936 
largely through the efforts of E. 
C. Shaughnessy of Edmonton, a 
past president of the Edmonton 
Kinsmen club, with the object of 
co-ordinating the work of pre- 
vention and rehabilitation in the 
province. 

As an exainple of the association's 
work, a mobile X-ray unit is now 
touring the province as part of the 
prevention campaign through dis- 
covery of early cases. The unit was 
purchased by the association with 
funds raised from the sale of 
Christmas Seals and was then turn- 
ed over to the provincial depart- 
ment of health, 

In Edmonton, the Christmas Seal 
campaign is sponsored by the Ed- 
monton Kinsmen club, which organ- 
ization has played a large part in 
the work of tuberculosis prevention 
and treatment in the northern sec-
